Lompoc 
submits 
Chamber of Commerce 
building expansion plans

Citing cramped working conditions 
and the desire to house sibling organiza­ 
tions, the Lompoc Chamber of Com­ 
merce yesterday submitted proposed 
plans to the city for expansion of its 
building near South H Street and Cypress 
Avenue. 
The plans more than double the floor 
space of the present building by ex­ 
tending 50 feet into the downtown corner 
park, "Centennial Square.” 
The proposed new rectangular addition 
— 50 by 38 M* feet — would become the 
long leg of an L-shaped chamber 
building. 
The chamber hopes to have a larger 
conference room, about double the size 
of its current one 
It also wants to provide office space 
for the Lompoc Economic Development 
Association (LEDA), current in the La 
Purisima Business Center, and the newly 
formed Lompoc Festival Association, to 
stage the annual Flower Festival. 
Since the Chamber works closely with 
those organziations, "it’d be more con­ 
venient and efficient to have us all under 
the same roof,” Chamber Manager 
Earle Sweetland said. 
Although the 18-member chamber 
board of d irectors had directed 
Sweetland to prepare the expansion 
plans, it has not yet approved those sub­ 
mitted to the city, he said

The city would have to OK the plans, 
with the Architectural Review Commit­ 
tee’s approval of the new building's 
design. 
In addition, indications are that Johns- 
Manville’s permission will also be 
required. 
In 1945, J-M donated the 140-by-100-foot 
plot of land — now Centennial Square — 
to the City of Lompoc. 
The donation 
came with a "restriction that the 
property shall not be used for residential 
purposes nor for any purpose other than 
the benefit of the general population of 
the City of Lompoc ” 
In 1962, J-M signed a "quitclaim” 
deed, over a portion of the property so 
that the present Chamber of Commerce 
building could be built there. 
J-M was asked to submit another 
quitclaim deed in 1967 when the chamber 
added to its building 
Another such deed from J-M, waiving 
its rights over nearly half of the remain­ 
ing parking space, will probably be 
required, City Attorney Alan Davidson 
said yesterday 
What will probably require more space 
is the city’s requirement for off-street 
parking. 
A Lompoc ordinance states 
that developers must provide one park­ 
ing space for each 250 square feet of 
building 
"That’s going to be a problem,” 
Sweetland said 
The plans submitted to 
the city do not include additional parking 
space 
With the chamber adding about 1,800 
square feet to its existing 1,200-square- 
foot structure, eight or nine new off- 
street parking spaces would be required, 
Sweetland said. The chamber currently 
has four 
Although the plans do not yet include 
the parking, Sweetland indicated that 
park space behind the new building ex­ 
tension would be a good place to put it. 
He said Centennial Park is not used, 
and that eliminating part of it would 
mean less gardening and maintenance 


work for the city. Attractive shrubbery 
could hide the parking lot, he said 
A lso in regard to appearance, 
Sweetland said the Architectural Review 
Committee has suggested the Chamber 
design its new building, along with its 
present one, in Early California style. 
Sweetland said the chamber has 
money for a down payment on the 
building addition from its non-budgeted 
Building Fund, set up about six years ago 
with an eye towards future expansion. 
Along with housing the LEDA and new 
festival association, Sweetland said, the 
new building could better accommodate 
the variety of other city clubs and 
organizations that regularly use its con­ 
ference room 
Carter approves 
gas pipeline 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 
Carter today gave final U.S. approval for 
construction of a 4,700-mile pipeline to 
carry Alaskan natural gas through 
Canada to the lower 48 states. 
Carter, who personally selected the 
joint U.S.-Canadian Alcan pipeline route, 
signed a resolution of approval passed by 
the Senate and House last week. The 
privately financed project will cost at 
least $10 billion. 
Indications are it could be completed 
by 1983 
At the flow for which the 
pipeline is designed, it would supply ap­ 
proximately 5 percent of the nation’s 
natural gas. 
The line would parallel the Alaskan oil 
pipeline before breaking off to run 
through Canada with one leg going to An­ 
tioch. Calif., and the second to Dwight,

Court boosts 
power to end 
SS payments 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Supreme 
Court today unanim ously upheld 
Congress’ power to cut off Social 
Security payments to a disabled depend­ 
ent child or other secondary beneficiary 
who marries someone not entitled to 
benefits. 
For a long time, federal law provided 
that all secondary benefits cease on 
marriage. But in 1958, Congress changed 
the rules to provide that marriage of dis­ 
abled children, widows, widowers and 
d iv o rced w iv e s to p erso n s who 
themselves were eligible for benefits 
would not stop either income 
Otherwise the couple would have no 
Social Security 
The opinion by Justice John Paul 
Stevens reversed a decision by U.S. 
District Judge John Oliver of Kansas 
City finding the amendment uncon­ 
stitutional 
It came in a suit brought by John 
Jobst, disabled from birth by cerebral 
palsy. Jobst had been supported by his 
father, an insured wage-earner 
When his father died, Jobst was 
awarded child’s insurance benefits at 
age 25 In 1970 he married someone not 
eligible for payments But the woman 
was unable to support them because she 
also had cerebral palsy, and they later 
separated 
Jobst argued that the law d is­ 
criminated against a disabled child in his 
situation compared to a child marrying 
another secondary beneficiary. Stevens 
found the classification much broader, 
since the law applies to widows and 
others as well. 
Stevens said general rules are essen­ 
tial if an undertaking as huge as Social 
Security is to be administered "with a 
modicum of efficiency, even though such 
rules inevitably produce seemingly ar­ 
bitrary consequences in some cases ” 
Man sentenced

Randy Paul Spring, 20, of 1516 E North 
Ave., has been sentenced to 45 days in 
county jail, on a conviction of resisting 
arrest during a hassle with a police 
patrol unit last Sept 11. 
Lompoc Municipal Judge Terrill F 
Cox ordered Spring to jail "forthwith” 
following a probation hearing. 
Spring 
had pleaded guilty to the charge. 
Spring was one of five persons 
arrested in a melee with police who 
sought to investigate a report that un­ 
derage persons were drinking in public. 
To police officers were injured in the 
fracas. They have since recovered 
Cases involving two others have been 
disposed of, and the remaining two 
defendants face a trial on Nov 14.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District Monday gave a 
vote of confidence to legal counsel 
Stanley C. Hatch and ordered one of their 
number to attend a meeting of the 
County Water Agency today to explain 
that Hatch was the district’s official 
spokesman 
The unusual action came at a special 
m eeting in Santa Ynez, follow ing 
charges in a letter by Fourth District 
Supervise William B. 
Wallace that 
Hatch was an abrasive element on a 
special committee on conjunctive use 
and should be replaced. Wallace and the 
other four supervisors wear other hats to 
serve as the Water Agency board of 
directors. 
Hatch explained all this Monday to the 
water district directors and outlined 
details of a counter letter he sent to 
Wallace. 
In his reply, Hatch said he was ap­ 
pointed to the special committee to 
represent the water district and could 
not be fired from the post by Wallace. 
In the end, the district directors voted 
full confidence in Hatch and only in­ 
cidentally also in Virgil Phelps, director, 
representing Division 2 in Lompoc. 
Phelps also serves on the committee 
along with Hatch, two representatives 
from the South Coast and Charles 
Lawrance, engineer-manager of the 
county Water Agency. 
Monday, Hatch conceded that the work 
of the committee had been slow, but 
blamed most of the delays on CDM 
Corp , contractor for a study on conjunc­ 
tive use 
Hatch told the directors, as he had out­ 


lined in his letter to Wallace: 
"The 
special committee was composed of 
persons from both sides of the mountains 
to assure that the study would be accep­ 
table to and would deal with the concerns 
raised by the various parties. The CCRB 
is very ably represented by Goleta 
County Water District manager, Robert 
Paul, and by the Montecito County Water 
District manager, Neil Mendenall 
Their participation has been unfailingly 
intelligent, objective, and forceful. 
I 
think all members of the committee 
have respected the positions of the 
others and the meetings have been both 
harmonious and constructive 
We have 
basically been of one mind in delineating 
what was required by the CDM organiza­ 
tion and in determing that what CDM 
provided in its initial efforts failed to 
meet the explicit requirements of Lhe 
contract.” 
Hatch said all elements including most 
of the county’s full advisory committee 
on water, some of the supervisors and 
other elements were agreed that if the 
supervisors go forward with Phase B of 
the conjunctive use contract, CDM 
should be eliminated 
The directors named Richard Henning, 
from the district’s Division 1 to tell the 
Water Agency members that Hatch 
speaks at all times for the district, both 
on the special committee on conjunctive 
use and in other capacities with the ad­ 
visory committee on water. 
When asked to speculate on what kind 
of action the Water Agency could take to­ 
day in regard to the dispute, Hatch 
replied: “I would suspect Wallace will 
want to make a real production out of 
this. 
He has an election Tuesday in 
Goleta ” 
Aircraft strike outlook 
now appears promising

Although it is too early to tell, promis­ 
ing events have developed which could 
forecast the end of aerospace strikes 
against Lockheed, Corp., and Boeing as 
they enter their fifth and sixth weeks, 
respectively. 
On again, off again talks between 
representatives for 19,500 striking 
Lockheed m achinists and Lockheed 
Corp., representatives have resumed 
again this week in the Bay Area 


Among the negotiators will be Claude 
Callan, Vandenberg AFB steward for 
Local 2217 of the International Associa­ 
tion of M achinists and Aerospace 
Workers 
More important, however, may be 
corporatewide talks between Lockheed 
and union officials scheduled Thursday 
in Los Angeles 
A federal mediator 
called the meeting last week 


Although there have been a dozen local 
negotiating sessions since the strike 
began Oct. 10, there has not been a 
nationwide, corporate bargaining ses­ 
sion since Oct 5. 
Local 2217 President Ed Leach said the 
opening of the corporate meetings is a 
major hurdle cleared toward settling 
local contract disputes. 
"The biggest problem, was that they 
just couldn’t get the company in a cor­ 
porate meeting ” 


The corporate session is a significant 
step which could lead to the resolution of 
the common issues affecting all the 
various Lockheed branches. There were 
indications also that there would be 
several corporate meetings 
Leach said union negotiators were hop­ 
ing to have a com plete corporate 
package — including local issues of 
Lockheed’s sm aller operations at 
Vandenberg, Santa Cruz, San Diego ami 
in Florida — sometime this weekend. 


Lockheed employs about 250 personnel 
at the base primarily in classified Agena 
satellite activities About 130 of these are 
union members with an estimated 125 
originally joining the strike. 
Leach said there are still about 95 
workers honoring the walkout and 
"morale is pretty good Naturally, some 
people are getting a little concerned 
about the length, but we were out five 
weeks in the ’60s and we just started the 
fifth week.” 


A Lockheed official today stood by his 
original statement that Lockheed "was 
carrying on normal operations” at the 
base 
Although disagreem ent over the 
workers’ seniority system remains the 
biggest single issue, the IAM and 
Lockheed still are split over wages and 
pension benefits. 


Joining Lockheed picketers at the 
Titan and 13th Street base gates are Boe­ 
ing strikers who have been off the job 
since Oct. 4. 
Almost 23,000 IAM workers, mainly in 
the Seattle area, have sustained the 
strike against the huge aerospace com­ 
pany, virtually halting production of that 
firm’s jet airliners. Hie Boeing dispute 
centers around wages, a pension plan 
and job upgrading. 
Almost isolated in Southern Califronia. 
about 50 machinists are still striking 
Boeing Minuteman missile activities at 
Vandenberg. 
Chief Steward Lyle Timmons of IAM 
Local 751 said according to the Seattle 
hotline, negotiations resumed this week, 
"and they say they will keep negotiating 
until they get it settled ” Timmons said 
talks should continue all week "unless 
they get it settled sooner." 
A Boeing official today reiterated his 
original statement that the company, 
which employs about 300 at Vandenberg, 
"is giving all normal support to VAFB 
functions.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Acting on a 
staff paper that questions whether the 
military can respond effectively, Presi­ 
dent Carter asked Defense Secretary 
Harold B r o w n for a s e a r c h i n g 
organizational review of the Pentagon, a 
spokesman said today. 


Carter, in a Sept. 20 memorandum, 
said some fundamental reorganization 
problems in defense resource manage­ 
ment, defense management structure, 
and the national military command 
structure have resisted change for many 
years, despite previous studies and 
recommenda tions 


"Accordingly,” Carter said to Brown, 
"I request that you inititate a searching 
organizational review so as to produce 
an unconstrained examination of alter­ 
native reforms in organization, manage­ 
ment and decision processes in the 
Department of Defense.” 
Since World War II, the chain of com­ 
mand consists of the president, defense 
secretary, the Joint Chiefs of Staff, the 
five unified commands — Pacific, Atlan­ 
tic, Europe, Southern and Readiness — 
and three specified commands — 


Strategic, Air Defense and Military 
Airlift. 
The White House staff said past 
studies and interviews with Pentagon 
employees, congressional staffers and 
Congress’ General Accounting Office 
"raise questions concerning the ability 
of the NMCS to respond effectively to the 
president and secretary of defense dur­ 
ing wartime, peacetime, and crisis con­ 
ditions.” 
It added: “Of concern is the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff capability to provide 
guidance, to review contingency plans, 
and to resolve differences betweeen 
commands regarding forces 
The Joint Chiefs are the heads of the 
Army, Navy and Air Force with the 
Marine commandant sitting in 
The spokesman said Brown has made 
"no conclusions, no preconceptions" and 
was only preparing the study plan for ap­ 
proval by the president before the actual 
review is carried out by a panel "that 
may be a group of insiders and out­ 
siders.” 
He said he knew of no time frame for 
completion of the project or estimate of 
its cost

The county counsel's office 
has been directed to begin work 
on the draft of a county anti- 
pornography ordinance. 
Requests that such an or­ 
dinance be drawn up and 
adopted have come from 
numerous sources in recent 
years. 
The Board of Supervisors 
decided to push ahead Monday 
after getting new requests for 
such an ordinance from the 
Buellton Business Association 
and Community Action Com­ 
mission. 
Board Chairm an 
H arrell 
Fletcher, of Santa Maria, and 
Robert Hedlund. of Lompoc, ex­ 
pressed keen interest in for­ 
mulation of such an ordinance, 
and board members agreed to 
have them work with County 
Counsel George Kading 
Supervisor Robert Kallman 
said decisions had to be made 
as to “ what type of ordinance 
we want.” 
The main problem, it was 
said, continues to be lurid 
publications in prom inent 
new srack locations where 
persons of all ages can see them 


or buy them Some are in the 
vicinity of schools. 
Kading said he felt that the 
proposed county ordinance 
could basically follow that of 
the city of Santa Barbara. 
The question arose at one 
point whether the county 
“ would go beyond the news 
racks” with an ordinance en­ 
forcement 
At that time. Supervisor 
Fletcher said he had received 
complaints of the showing of X- 
rated movies at a North County 
drive-in theater adjacent to a 
Christian school where youths 
could see such movies “ right 
from the back yard” of the 
school at evening sessions. 
“ That’s a different thing,” 
commented Kading 
Supervisor William Wallace’s 
motion for Kading to begin 
work on an ordinance was ap­ 
proved unanimously 
K ad in g su rp rised some 
members of the board when he 
said such an ordinance, when 
drawn up, “ must be referred 
back to the Planning Commis­ 
sion as land use matters are in­ 
volved ” 


Population of 
North County argued

The Board of Supervisors was 
told Monday there have been in- 
d icatio n s 
from 
Plan n in g 
Department figures that the 
North County has been losing 
population overall since 1973 
But Planning Department 
senior statistician Cliff Pauley, 
the county’s population expert, 
said later it isn’t true 


The 
surprising 
statement 
came in the midst of discussion 
concerning impact of enroll­ 
ment at UC Santa Barbara on 
the university community of 
Isla Vista and the South Coast, 
where building activities have 
diminished in the face of water 
supply problems 


The board went on to approve 
a Planning Commission recom­ 
mendation that it adopt a policy 
urging the university to take the 
initiative in establishing univer­ 
sity on-site housing, but not off- 
site housing 


Then reports of two research ■ 
firms dealing with South Coast 
and county population trends 
were discussed, and it was then 
stated the North County "has 
lost population since 1973” 
when Planning Department es­ 
timates had the total 116.125 
The same reports - stating 
county planners’ figures were 
used - had an April 1, 1977 pop­ 
ulation estimate of the North 
County as 115.593 
“ I can’t believe it," stated 
Supervisor William B Wallace, 
of Goleta “ Who’s living in all 
those new homes up there?” 


Planning D irector B ritt 
Johnson evidently was caught 
by surprise at the quoted 
figures, also, along with Board 
Chairman Harrell Fletcher, of 
Santa Maria 
“ I ’m not qualified to com­ 


ment on the reports at the 
moment,” said Johnson “ But I 
can have Pauley prepare a 
response.” 
Carmen Lodise, an Isla Vista 
Community Council member, 
said “ Pauley confirmed all the 
figures in the report showing a 
decline in the four years since 
1973." 
Confronted with this state­ 
ment. Paulqy said he had issued 
no report ‘'showing the North 
County was losing population” 
in recent years. 
Pauley said a July 1,1977 pop­ 
ulation projection from his 
department showed a total of 
116.281 
of N orth County 
persons, as compared with a 
Nov 
15, 1975 special census 
figure of 114, 295 


The current figure could be 
larger, Pauley added, as his of­ 
fice subsequently discovered an 
under-count of those in the zero 
to four-year-old groups, he said, 
accounting for several hundred 
added persons. 


Asked about the figures given 
as department estimates in the 
research firms’ reports, Pauley 
said 
" If we ran some es­ 
timates, they would show a 
gain, not losses.” 


The July 1, 1977 projection by 
his office for the county as a 
whole showed an estimated 
county population of 284.344, 
Pauley declared 


While the South Coast is still 
experiencing slight population 
in cre a se s, despite water 
moratoriums, the North County 
increases will be exceeding 
those in the South Coast overall 
for 1975- 80 period. Pauley felt 
“ The ability of the South 
Coast to grow is limited," he 
asserted “ What gains we have 
will more and more be realized 
in the North Countv "

By DICK PR A U L 
Coast News Service 
The plea of the largest county 
employee organization for the 
county to speed up its salary in­ 
equity survey - on behalf of 
some 2,900 rank and file 
employees - was rejected by the 
Board of Supervisors Monday. 
Board members agreed with 
administrative Officer R ay­ 
mond D. Johnson and Personnel 
Director Sidney Simms that the 
study should be kept within a 
time frame so that completed 
results - prior to next April 1 - 
could be applied to salary 
nego tiatio n s w ith county 
employees for l978-’79 fiscal 
year. 
But County Employees As­ 
sociation President Carolyn 
Bedard, said it appeared there 
has been confusion whether or 
not the study is in progress and 
could be completed by Jan. 1, 
and added . 
“ Why should we wait until 
April 1? It’s unfair that the 
board granted extra salary 
r a is e s 
to 
m a n a g e m e n t 
employees recently They have 
been g ive n p re fe re n tia l 
treatment." 
Speaking of the second round 
of pay increases given this year 
to management people - after 
the 7 percent boosts given 
county employees in general 
last summer - Board Chairman 
H arrell Fletcher, of Santa 


Maria said management people 
had waited a long time for in­ 
equities to be worked out, and 
also were "different” from 
other employees in that they 
had no organization to speak for 
them. 
Johnson and Simms both said 
the county’s schedule on the 
new inequity survey was in ac­ 
cord with the memorandum of 
understanding worked out last 
year with the independent 
employees’ organization. 
But Mrs Bedard complained 
that the personnel office has 
acknowledged getting basic 
data already from six other 
counties to form the basis of the 
new survey. She said that in­ 
stead of working on the inequity 
study, the personnel office has 
been working on reclassifica­ 
tions. 
Simms said the reclassifica­ 
tion work will go on until Jan. 1, 
when his staffers will turn to 
the inequity study. 
The management raises were 
approved, effective Dec. 12, 
when county solons expressed 
dismay at the rate of upper 
echelon people leaving the 
county go to elsewhere due to 
lower local salary levels.

Wayne Horovitz said recently 
he sees little hope of averting a 
strike He said the miners un­ 
doubtedly will walk out unless a 
pact is reached by Nov 26 - 
allowing them 10 days before 
the dead lin e to ratify any 
proposal 
Talks broke down two weeks 
ago when the union and the 
employers failed to agree on 
the agenda The union wanted 
to discuss benefits, the employ­ 
ers wanted to discuss penalties 
for absenteeism 
Under the agreement which

“ Mr. Helms is a great patriot 
and he acted correctly under 
the circum stances and I regret 
what has happened to Mr 
Helms,” Kissinger said after a 
speech to a foreign policy sym ­ 
posium at the University of 
Texas 
“ When Mr Helms testified in 
1973 
in open s e s s io n he 
answered evasively which was 
what every director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
had always done with the full 
knowledge of the president and 
(Congressional oversight) com ­ 
m ittees with regard to these 
sensitive subjects,” Kissinger 
said 
Kissinger, secretary of state 
under form er Presidents Rich­ 
ard Nixon and Gerald Ford, 
said under a longstanding 
policy covert CIA actions were 
approved by the president and 
a p p ro p ria te C o n g ressio n al 
com m ittees but never discus­ 
sed in open hearings 
Two students held a “ Smash 
Im perialism " banner at the 
back of the auditorium and 
there were scattered boos at 
several points during Kissin­ 
g e rs appearance, but most of 
the 1,100 spectators applauded 
him warmly. 
Kissinger appealed for less 
stridency in debates on foreign 
policy and said the United 
States must avoid a recurrence 
of the bitter turmoil as aroused 
by the Vietnam war 
“ We cannot continue this 
process of consuming ourselves 
in internal debate." Kissinger 
said 
He said American involve­ 
ment in Chile was limited to op­ 
posing Salvadore Allende s ef­ 
forts to suppress dem ocratic 
processes 
’ We had nothing to do with th 
coup that overthrew Allende," 
Kissinger said

“Mid-Life: Crisis and Opportunity” 
will be explored by Santa Barbara at­ 
torney Raymond L. Sama at a meeting 
of the Lompoc Mental Health Associa­ 
tion Thursday at 7:30 p.m. in the Lompoc 
Library. 
Chairman of the Family Law section 
of the California Bar Association, Sama 
got interested in mid-life issues because 
of his family law practice. 
Mid-life follows adolescence as the se­ 
cond major identity crisis in one’s 
lifetime but the adolescent doesn’t face a 
time limit. The first half of life is 
typically spent meeting goals — getting 


through school, rearing children, buying 
a home. 
But when those goals are reached, 
many people are unsatisfied. There are 
still important unmet needs. 
The identity crisis experienced in mid­ 
life (35-45) is precipitated by such fac­ 
tors as expectations about aging, the oc­ 
currence of health problem s, the 
prospect of retiring or the children leav­ 
ing home. 
A critical question arises: “What am I 
going to do with the rest of mv life? 
Another mid-life problem is inertia — 
the feeling that it’s too late to do 


anything different even though life is 
acutely boring. 
Many marriages break up during this 
period, intensifying mid-life trauma, yet 
this crisis can be a unique growth oppor­ 
tunity if people are supported emotional­ 
ly-Couples who stay together also are 
looking for new ways of enriching their 
relationship. 
These and other aspects of mid-life 
change will be discussed at the Thursday 
meeting which is open to the public. 
Q uestions and com m ents w ill be 
welcome.

It may be that we seniors don’t 
value our own intelligence enough. 
The directors of our senior clubs or 
centers ride along with our own self- 
evaluation. We keep our conversa­ 
tion at the level of chitchat. We 
resist discussion of controversial 
ideas We pass the time together as 
quietly and as pleasantly as possi­ 
ble. We keep busy. 
In all fairness, no one can object 
to that But there are a great many 
seniors who look for more in­ 
teresting companionship This is es­ 
pecially true among the younger 
retirees The seniors who can light 
fires and spark new thinking at our 
gatherings don’t join our ranks 
If I’ve misstated the situation, ac­ 
cept my apologies. But I believe that 
all seniors at every age can and 
should be concerned in substantive 
m atters generally, and in the 
problems of the aging particularly 
The proposal here is for senior 
clubs and centers to have regular 
weekly discussions on books, arti­ 
cles and news reports related to 
older Americans. Bulletin boards 
should be posted with such material. 
A discussion committee should be 
elected to select topics of interest 
and moderate different points of 
view 
We oldsters need to know where 
we re at. None of us can safely es­ 
cape to some private island of 
ideological security 
Suppose, for 
example, we were to discuss books 
on the aging A member presents a 
review of a recently published opus. 
If the book relates to our immediate 
situation, we talk of ways to prove 
or disprove what the author says. If 
the book is analytical, we check the 
c o n te n t a g a i n s t our own ex- 


periences. 
Let’s open for discussion two 
recently published books on aging. 
We begin with “Gray Lobby," by 
Henry J. Pratt (U niversity of 
Chicago Press, $15). 
Pratt’s book draws significant les­ 
sons from what the federal govern­ 
ment did about the aged during the 
1920s, ’30s and '40s. Our trade unions 
were then pushing for pension 
protection. We brought our power to 
bear on the nation. In 1935, Social 
Security was one of the results. 
This was our doing. We, who are 
now senior citizens, carried the ball 
on that one We were a movement 
We can be proud of ourselves. 
Shouldn't we recount this record in 
d iscu ssion s at our clubs and 
centers? 
We were responsible for the 
d e v e lo p m e n t o f th e O ld er 
Americans Act of 1965 Pratt docu­ 
ments the growth of collective 
awareness among us who are now 
seniors We defined our grievances. 
We lobbied As a result of what we 
did, spending for the old age 
programs grew from $25 billion in 
1967 to $229 billion in 1972 A good 
record indeed 


But that was five years ago. Dur­ 
ing those years we’ve seen our costs 
of living go up like skyrockets. In 
some respects, seniors are as badly 
off today as they were before Social 
Security. In those days, the elders 
could share homes with their 
childreir Now we pay taxes in our 
own homes 
If we discussed this book at our 
senior center or club, wouldn’t we 
gain by it? We’d be proud of what we 
did and how we organized in the 
past We’d draw the correct conclu­ 
sions about how to fight for our in- 


terests now. 
Another new book worthy of dis­ 
cu ssio n is “ The R e tir e m en t 
Threat,” by Tony Lamb and Dave 
Duffy (J T. Tare 
Publishers, dis­ 
tributed by St. Martin’s Press, 
$7.95). This is a how-to book. The 
text makes it possible for us seniors 
to explain our situation to our sons 
and daughters. Reading and discuss­ 
ing "The Retirement Threat” will 
help us re-establish our status 
among the pre-retired. Our children 
will listen to us instead of dis­ 
regarding us. 


All the details and difficulties of 
retirement are exposed in “The 
Retirement Threat.” Its chapters 
move from retirement budgeting 
through the ins and outs of Social 
Security pensions. The book covers 
Medicare, getting jobs and making 
money after 65 It also offers a short 
course in social and political senior 
advocacy. 


The appendices provide inside 
data on government programs. It 
names organizations of senior 
citizens It lists national, regional 
and state offices of the aging. “The 
Retirement Threat” is a practical 
guidebook for seniors. From it we 
may learn whether we re getting 
everything that’s coming to us from 
public and private sources. 


Discussions either of “The Retire­ 
ment Threat” or “The Gray Lobby” 
may lead to an interchange of ideas. 
We get to understand the problems 
we face We decide what to do about 
them. Then we can help prepare our 
sons and daughters for retirement. 
How long is it since your adult 
sons and daughters asked you for ad­ 
vice?

Education seminar 
under way in Alisal 


Dr. John Goodlad yesterday posed a series of 
questions concerning the future of the school 
systems as the key speaker at the County 
Superintendent of Schools annual A lisal 
Conference on Education. 
Goodlad, dean of the University of California, 
Los Angeles school of education, asked partici­ 
pants in the seminar what they liked or disliked 
in the schools and what they would like to see 
different in the next five years. 
But before challenging them to answer the 
questions, as they considered implementing a 
staff development program in their districts, 
Goodlad alternately provoked, irritated, prod­ 
ded and stimulated his audience with statements 
such as: 
— “ We must allow time for a pupil to achieve 
mastery of a subject — and that means non­ 
graded schools." 
— Aptitude usually is defined as IQ but it 
would be better to define it in “ accordance with 
the amount of time a child needs to learn a task 
under o p tim al c o n d itio n s.” O therw ise, 
youngsters are bogged down during early 
elementary school years in halfway learning a 
variety of subjects until the entire learning 
process is simply too much for many to handle 
and they, in effect, remove themselves from 
classrooms. 
— Ability should be defined as the “ ability to 
understand instruction." This in turn puts on a 
teacher the responsibility of making instruction 
understandable to all pupils — not just to those 
who understand within the first few minutes — 
“ and even if it means a teacher is still in­ 
structing one or two at the end of 15 minutes." 
Goodlad, acknowledged as an outstanding 
authority on education, is head of the UCLA 
demonstration school, the author of 18 books and 
many articles on education, teaching and 
children, said Dr. William T. Carty, Carpinteria 
Unified School District superintendent, in his in­ 


troduction. 
Lorenzo Dall’Armi, county schools superinten­ 
dent, welcomed participants at the annual con­ 
ference held at Alisal. This year’s program, in­ 
cluding com m ents from edu cators from 
throughout the state, has the highest registra­ 
tion of any yet held, Dall’Armi noted. 
Robert Ponce, assistant state superintendent, 
Los Angeles Office of Education, at today’s 
opening session will update school ad ­ 
ministrators, teachers and Parent-Teacher As­ 
sociation representatives on educational mat­ 
ters from that office. 
William McLaughlin, special assistant to the 
U.S. Commission on Education, former Santa 
Barbara School District assistant superinten­ 
dent and now living in Reston, Va., reported on 
“ Washington.”

districts. 
“ Ours (California’s) is one of the few Master

on special education — "a bill of rights for the

Year-round Danish Days 
committee plan understudy 


As a result of a meeting held last week to dis­ 
cuss plans for the formation of a year-round 
committee or board of directors to be responsi­ 
ble for the staging of Danish Days in Solvang 
each year, a suggested operational addenda to 
the bylaws of the Solvang Business Association, 
sponsor of the annual celebration, has been 
drafted 
A memo accompanying the suggested bylaws 
addenda draft was signed by Daryl Nielsen, a 
former Danish Days chairman 
It was addres­ 
sed to the group of SBA members who attended 
the Nov. 2 meeting in Solvang and to some 
former Danish Days chairmen as well as a non­ 
past chairman 
The addenda calls for the naming of a semi- 
autonomous committee of five members by the 
SBA board of d ire c to rs to se rv e as a 
perpetuating Danish Days committee or board 
in order to provide “ operational stability and 
continuity of direction for Danish D ays.” 


The proposed Danish Days committee, which 
would later be referred to as the board, would 
appoint a Danish Days chairman as well as a 
first and second vice chairman each year in Oc­ 
tober from among the board members to serve 
for the forthcoming year. 


According to the addenda, “ the vice chairmen 
will hopefully progress through the chairs, again 
to provide continuity of direction and operations. 
The immediate past chairman shall continue to 
serve one additional year on the board. 
The 


board shall also nominate each year in October a 
person or person from whom the SBA direc­ 
torship shall appoint the fifth board member an­ 
nually, succeeding the immediate past chairman 
after his additional year of service as a board 
member.” 
The addenda to the bylaws of the SBA calls for 
the Danish Days board to be responsible for the 
setting of dates, operation, promotion and stag­ 
ing of all activities, including fiscal of the annual 
Solvang celebration. 
The board would also have the ability to hire 
or appoint any and all committees, persons or 
firm s required to successfully stage the celebra­ 
tion 
Under the proposal, all operational expen­ 
ditures and receipts would be accounted for by 
the board which would submit an annual 
November report to the SBA directors. 
It is also proposed that the board each 
February submit a projected budget, including 
anticipated capital expenditures, to the SBA 
Capital expenditures in excess of $1,000 not 
projected in the budget shall be referred to the 
SBA for approval 
In conclusion, the draft said. “ The Danish 
Days board shall be the prime entity in recom­ 
mendations to the SBA for disbursement of any 
surplus funds generated by the Danish Days ac­ 
tivities " 
Recipients of the memo and proposed draft 
were asked to indicate their approval or recom­ 
mendations of suggested changes by Nov 15.

Applications for funds under 
provisions of the act are now 
a v a ila b le 
fro m 
c o u n ty 
agricultu ral com m issioners 
and county farm advisers 
They must be received by the 
department no later than Dec 
15 
The assistance granted by the 
bill may not exceed the less of 
(1) 75 percent of the property 
taxes on the land for the 1977-78 
fiscal year, or (2) 50 cents per 
acre for unplanted rangeland 
and $1 per acre for land on 
which grains or other crops 
were planted 


To be eligible, an Individual 
must have averaged at least 7.» 
percent of his gross Income 
from farming and the average 
gross farming income must be 
at least $5,000 but not more than 
$500.000

Garcia, 57. became manager of the Angels just before the All-Star break last 
season after Norm Sherry was fired and he was given a contract through 1978 
and is reportedly not sure he’ll be retained in that capacity.

Limit-lines demise-goodl 


At the end of last week, we 
would have given the urb^n 
rural limit-line proposal the 
hands-down award for “most 
divisive issue of the year.” 
Thankfully, that title will now 
go to something else yet to be 
defined. 


N e a r ly e v e r y o n e even 
remotely involved with the 
limit-line idea was more than 
willing to put out how little 
they thought of the concept, 
and it has to be that outpouring 
of sentiment which prompted 
the limit-line proponents to 
back off for another look. 


The limit-line proposal could 
be viewed as nothing short of 
an attempt to, among other 
things, severely limit Lom­ 
poc’s ability to grow in the 
only d i r e c t i o n left for 
it., north. By enclosing the 
Vandenberg 
Village-Mission 
Hills complex in one urban

area and the Lompoc complex 
in another, with a rural cor­ 
ridor between, an inflexible 
barrier would have been 
erected to Lompoc’s moving 
toward the north and to any 
future hope that the Village 
and Mission Hills and Lompoc 
would become a single entity 
within the valley. Clearly, 
such a barrier would have 
done much more harm than 
good to the entire socio­ 
political environment in which 
we all must exist. 
Bill Fick of the Advisory 
Committee to the General 
Plan wisely argued against 
further consideration of the 
urban-rural limit-line proposal 
at this time. And while the 
proposal may well come at us 
again in the future, a respite 
hopefully will give its sup­ 
porters the opportunity to 
reflect on what would be best 
for all of the Lompoc Valley.

Well, the east approach to the City of

I guess, is, years since the improve­ 
ment was first proposed by the state 
Readers may know that the stretch of 
Highway 246 between Seventh Street and 
the junction with the southern extension 
of Highway 1, was hazardous because 
visitors were stopping their cars there 
during the early summer to take pictures 
of the flowerfields. The fields north of 
the highway in that stretch, were the 
first to be seen by tourists and for that 
reason very compelling 
It wasn’t un 
usual to see a half dozen cars or more 
pulled off on the brief shoulders in both 
east- and westbound lanes, everyone busi­ 
ly taking pictures 
Maybe there should be something of a 
lookout point at that spot. Hiis reporter 
recalls the dozens of cars that used the 
parking lot of the Royal Coach 
Restaurant in lieu of a public place to 
stop and look at the flowers 
The new. wider thoroughfare should 
make it safer for the flowerfield 
viewers. 


WASHINGTON-The FBI, which used 
electronic skulduggery in an effort to 
discredit Martin Luther King Jr., tried to 
employ similar illegal tactics to catch 
his murderer. 
Long-buried FBI documents reveal 
that then-director J. Edgar Hoover per­ 
sonally approved a 
break-in and illegal 
electro n ic bugging 
aim ed at innocent 
relatives of Jam es 
Earl Ray, who was 
later convicted of kill­ 
ing King 
For years, Hoover 
had c o n d u c te d a 
v ic io u s 
cam paign 
against King. The FBI 
peddled 
m aliciou s 
anti-King stories to 
the press and had sent 
doctored tapes concerning King’s per­ 
sonal life to his wife When King was sl­ 
ain in 1968. whispers about possible FBI 
involvement put Hoover under great 
pressure to find the assassin. 
While FBI agents were hot on Ray's 
trail, a May 10,1968 memo, prepared for 
top Hoover aide J P. Mohr, outlined 
elaborate illegal plans to catch the 
murderer. 


As part of the overall investigation, 
code-named MURKIN — an acronym for 
murder and King — a memo was written 
which declared: “Consideration is given 
to microphone installations on certain 
properties of Albert and Carol Pepper," 
the brother-in-law and sister of James 
Earl Ray. 


“The proposal,” cautioned the men, 
“ raises a question concerning the 
legality of any action taken against the 
subject of this case on the basis of infor­ 
mation obtained from the microphones. 
If Ray called the Peppers and the bugged 
conversations were used to arrest him, 
the memo said. Ray “then could claim 
that the surveillance violated his right of 


privacy." This could prejudice the court 
case against him. 
But if certain precautions were taken, 
the memo continued, “ the worst that 
could happen” is that the arrest would be 
declared illegal 
Using tortured logic, 
the document insisted that Ray could 
still be convicted despite the FBI 
lawbreaking 
The FBI plotters bluntly admitted that 
the whole scheme was unconstitutional 
and a “technical violation” of the law. 
“Be aware,” the memo warned, “that 
since this search and seizure is uncon­ 
stitutional as to the Peppers, they have at 
least a theoretical cause of action for 
damages against those who installed the 
(bugging) d ev ices by tr e sp a ss.” 
“Trespass” is FBI lingo for a break-in. 
If the Peppers sued the FBI and won, 
the memo insisted, the taxpayers would 
bail them out. “The government of the 
United States should surely be willing to 
pick up the tab for any judgment against 
those who installed the microphones,” 
the memo concluded. At the bottom, 
Hoover scrawled “OK,” and added his 
characteristic “H " Six other FBI of­ 
ficials also initialed their approval. 
We have been unable to determine 
whether the FBI actually bugged or 
burglarized the Peppers’ home. Indeed, 
assassinations expert Harold Weisberg 
has developed evidence indicating the 
Justice Department vetoed the plan But 
inside sources insist the FBI did use 
dubious and possibly illegal means to 
capture Ray, who later pleaded guilty to 
murdering King and was sentenced to 99 
years in prison 
Footnote The FBI has acknowledged 
that abuses occurred in the past. Since 
1973, however, the present director, 
Clarence Kelley, has halted most of 
these practices We were unable to reach 
the Peppers. 
PUBLIC ACCOUNTING: Consulting 
firms with close ties to the oil industry 
have been formulating energy policy for 
the government 


The Department of Energy has asked 
Price Waterhouse and Company to 
develop a contingency plan for gasoline 
rationing. The firm is the accountant for 
a number of major oil companies. No 
other company was allowed to compete 
for the contract. The $528,000 plum was 
simply awarded to Price Waterhouse. 
Not surprisingly, the firm is studying 
an emergency gas rationing plan that 
would rely on oil company credit cards. 
This has angered the independent gas 
dealers who have no credit cards and 
fear they will be squeezed out. They 
complained to the Energy Department 
that Price Waterhouse will be biased 
because it earns far more from its oil 
clients than from its government con­ 
tract. 
Another consulting firm, R. Schriver 
and Associates, was awarded a $70,000 
contract, also without competitive bid­ 
ding The firm is supposed to devise a 
system to force oil companies to disclose 
the profits of their individual operations, 
such as exploration, refining and 
marketing 
The firm was founded by Richard 
Schriver, a former Exxon official, and it 
has also done work for some oil com­ 
panies. A spokesman insisted, however, 
that the firm has not worked for the oil 
industry in recent years. 
An Energy Department spokesman, 
meanwhile, told us there was no bidding 
for the contracts because the projects 
were behind schedule. “Anyone who 
knows anything about the oil business is 
going to have done work for the major oil 
companies,” he insisted “Anyone who 
hasn’t worked for the oil companies 
probably doesn’t know anything about 
them " 
The Senate Antitrust Subcommittee, 
chaired by Sen 
Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., however, is investigating whether 
industry consultants are producing a 
biased energy policy. 
Footnote: Price Waterhouse did not 
return our calls

Washington Calling by 
Marquis Childs 


Carter and 
the press 


WASHINGTON - By a curious coin­ 
cidence of timing, an attempt to wipe out 
one of the Nixon administration’s anti- 
free press measures comes just as the 
Carter administration is developing a 
deep resentment and suspicion of the 
press. 
A case before the 
federal court of ap­ 
peals in Washington 
w ou ld 
d e n y 
th e 
government a right to 
subpoena the long­ 
distance toll records 
of reporters from 
American 
Telephone 
and Telegraph. 
That right has been 
used to run down the 
s o u r c e s o f n ew s 
stories. As one exam­ 
ple, under the Nixon 
administration, the Dept, of Justice sub­ 
poenaed the toll records of the 
Washington Bureau of The New York 
Times for a period of six months. Hie 
toll slips were then fanned out to FBI 
agents around the country charged with 
running down the individuals who were 
called and questioning them about infor­ 
mation they may have furnished. 
This was, of course, only one of the 
techniques used by the Nixon White 
House. The climax came in what was 
almost a vendetta when President Nixon 
in October. 1973, said he had never seen 
such outrageous, vicious, distorted 
reporting in 27 years in public life. 
That charge, made in a news con­ 
ference as the case for his impeachment 
and ultimate resignation began to build 
up, contributed to the conviction of many 
conservative Republicans that the presi­ 
dent had been driven out of office by the 
press. While feeling in the Carter White 
House is nothing like as strong, there is a 
kind of parallel in the Bert Lance affair. 
At his sad, almost tearful, press con­ 
ference announcing Lance’s resignation, 
President Carter, when asked if he 
thought that his close friend, Director of 
the Office of Management and Budget 
Lance, had been unfairly drummed out 
of office, Carter replied that in general 
he felt the media had been fair. 
Beneath the top the feeling is, 
however, one of doubt and resentment. 
It covers growing concern among 
Carter’s principal associates about the 
difficulty of conducting orderly govern­ 
ment in the face of competitive in­ 
vestigative reporting. 
Take one example widely discussed in 
the Carter cabinet. The Treasury sent to 
the W hite H ouse a co n fid e n tia l 
memorandum covering the views of 
Secretary M ichael Blum ental and 
members of his staff on tax reform. Hiis 
was intended solely as a guide for the 
president in shaping his recommenda­ 
tions to Congress. 
Six copies were sent to the White 
House, Within a short time one had been 
obtained by a reporter from The New 
York Times and it was a lead story. Ac­ 
cording to the sources involved this 
seemed immediately to freeze the poten­ 
tial for discussion of changes in the tax 
structure 
The blame might properly be put on 
the leaker rather than the leakee And in­ 
deed there were sharp recriminations in 
the White House over how the document 
was made available. This is one instance 
of what is felt to be the inroads on 
government confidentiality in not so 
much advocacy journalism as adversary 
journalism. 
I have been reading Robert Donovan’s 
Crisis and Conflict, the carefully 
researched account of Harry Truman’s 
first four years in the presidency. Hie 
analogy with Carter is striking. The 
Truman White House was riddled with 
leaks, and dissension witnin the govern­ 
ment complicated the overwhelming 
problems of postwar adjustment. 
While Truman had been in the Senate 
since 1934 he was woefully ignorant of 
the responsibilities of administration in 
a time of crisis. As Republican attacks 
quickly began on him and as his own 
party in the Congress was tom by divi­ 
sions it was taken for granted that he 
would be a one-term president Truman 
fooled the prophets and the pundits when 
he was re-elected in 1948. 
Already the one-term president label is 
being applied to Carter Somewhat the 
same divisions in the party are apparent 
today as in that earlier era 
Rep. Robert W Kastenmeier, D-Wis., 
has pushed for two years a bill to require 
a judicial order prior to federal inspec­ 
tion of bank, credit card, toll and other 
reccrds. This is intended as blanket 
protection for the vast amount of 
material on the lives of virtually all 
Americans. Kastenmeier and other 
liberal sponsors tried last year and again 
this year without success to get Ad­ 
ministration support 
Within the Administration thefeelingis 
strong that constant reporting of fric­ 
tion, some of it untrue or exaggerated, 
contributes to a lack of confidence. This 
is reflected in the declining stock market 
and other indicators Nothing like the 
Nixon vendetta is conceivable in the 
Carter administration, yet the grumbl­ 
ing is a fact of life.
